While a report of the Secreter/ it 
usually made at the annual raeoMn§ 
at the close of each Fiscal year thor- 
h»g the work accomplished for taal 
year, it wa§ decided by our Board of 
Directors lo make a report of the 
work of the Chamber ef Commerce 
for the past ten menthe of lilt , al 
this meeting In order to bring the at­ 
tention of our membership to the fact 
ihat the Chamber of Commerce hee 
really accomplished more than would 
appear on the surface. 
One of the 
-reason? why our average townman is 
a little skeptical as to the work of the 
■Chamber of Commerce this year is 
-occasioned by fully 90 per cent of the 
Anergies of dais organization, from 
the first of January to the latter part 
of September this year, being devot­ 
ed along agricultural lines. 
On January 1st, 1912 the Chamber 
of Commerce was re-organized with 
Si directors instead of IS as heretofore 
and the organization divided 
into 
8 departments namely. Trado Excur- 
aions, County Fair, Finances, Adver­ 
tising, 
Agricultural, 
Roads, Civic 
Affairs and Market, with a director 
in charge of each of these depart­ 
ments. 
In reviewing the work for the 
past year I will take up each division 
in order which will thus cover tbs en­ 
tire field. 
* 
T rade Extension, J. R. Elan es, 
Director in Charge. 
Owing to the fact that the Retail 
Merchants Association had given a 
good deal of attention to extending 
the trade Of Comanche and had in­ 
augurated a series of Trades Days it 
was impossible to accomplish much in 
this line, during this year. 
However, 
on Aug. 30th a buggy trade excursion 
was made into the Priddy territory 
some 76 of our business men matting 
this trip. .A dinner was served, music 
furnished by the band and talks made 
on the advantage of doing business ’ 
in Comanche. This our first trrde ex­ 
cursion was successful in every par­ 
ticular, and I have heard many ex­ 
pressions from onr bankers and mer 
chants of the results obtained by this 
trip.

We believe we can in all truth point 
to the increased feed production of 
the County this fall as a result of 
this campaign. 
A 
better feeling 
exists between 
tile farmers and the 
town people than has existed during 
an* period of the County’s history 
which is also a result of this work. 
A canning outfit was purchased and 
donated to the Girls Tomato Clubs 
and we hope to purshase an addition­ 
al one this coming year. 
Through 
the efforts of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce Comanche County has been 
noted over the eslire state for tho 
magnificent work done in the Boys 
Corn Clnbs and Girls Tomato Clubs 
much credit, howtver, being due to 
Mrs. Kittle 
and Mr. Palmer 
who 
have been in direct charge of these 
clubs. 
On October 5th a meeting of 
these two clubs was held in Coman­ 
che and HOO in priss money distribut­ 
ed by (he Chamber of Commeroe and 
■oms I JOO 
in merchandise by the 
merchants of tho town. 
This exhibit 
was then sent to tho Dallas Fair and 
out of 12 entries in the Boys Clubs 
we won 8 ribbons and 5 ribbons in 
the Girls Clubs over the entire state 
which will testify to the excellence of 
this work. 
We are in correspondence 
with the Frisco Ry. for one of their 
Demonstration farms which we hope 
to see located near Comanche. 
A 
re organization of the Diversification 
Club is now under way and arrange­ 
ments are being made to put this 
Club on a permanent basis aud han­ 
dle through it all matters of, interest

Comanche is the best market in 
this section of the County for 
everything tho farmer has to sell. 
To bear this statement out I wish 
to quote you the following figures 
which will show the result of the 
Chamber of Commerce' efforts in 
securing an outlet for our surplus 
croDB and the interest taken in the 
rnattei by our local merchants? 
Our merchants buy on an average 
monthly 6600 lbs of butter valued 
at $1320, they buy 3500 dozen eggs 
per month valued at $425 OO and 
also $1500 worth 
of poultiy per 
month. 
This is a very low esti­ 
mate as there are lots of our town 
people who buy butter eggs and 
poultry from the farmer of which 
we are unable to get any record. 
We are also handling something 
like 200 hides per month. 
We 
have bought from the farmers 
this year, 3 car loads of peanuts, 
7 cars of wheat,126 cars of oats, 4 
ears of pecans, 500 bushels of po­ 
tatoes, 15 oars of bay, to my Doth* 
log of maise, barley, rye and oth* 
er feed stuff in smaller quanitles. 
One firm handled 50 erat** berrfee 
and 60 orates of beans also an 
enormous quantity of peas. 
Co­ 
manche shipped out se far felt 
year 140 cars of beef cattle, ID 
ears of Mules, 2 cars of horses and 
I car of sheep, 
In addition to 
this through the Creamery ship* 
pint Btatloa inaugurated by the 


Chamber of Cemmeree we have 
fhlpped from Aug. 2|th, this year 
to date wowkc 3709 lbs of butter 
tat at an average arite of S3e, 
mb life amounts to a little over 
$1200.

mated amount of some $88,090 dol­ 
lars, and this on top of three hard 
years. 
There are no more vacant 
houses in 
Comanche now than 
there were on the first of the 
year notwi thstanding tho 34 ad­ 
ditional houses erected, which is 
concrete evidence that our town 
and population is growing. 
We 
believe this is partallythe resultof 
the organizations we have inau­ 
gurated and operated the past two 
years. Now gentlemen the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce is not a one 
man organization, it is operated 
solely for the upbuilding of your 
town and the general develop­ 
ment of your oounty. No man,re­ 
gardless of his position,loan afford 
not to belong to this organization 
for as the town and county pros 
pcrs so will he prosper, 
and I 
don’t believe there Is a man in our 
community who is willing to sit 
down and let this development be 
accomplished through the effors 
of & few unselfish and progressive 
men without lending at least some 
effort in the work.

I attribute the difference in 
yield between the crops of these 
boys and those of the demonstra­ 
tors ta just one thing, and tbat is 
that these boys have no better 
sense than to carry out the in­ 
structions just ae close as they 
can, while the average demon­ 
strator will from time to time 
want to skip over something 
that looks very unimportant to 
him. 
TOMATO CLUBS. 
We enrolled 225 girls in th&p 
clubs this year and under the able 
leadership of Mrs. Larry Kittle 
they made some very fine records; 
one girl shewing a net profit of 
$47 on one tenth of an acre. 
One 
Comanche oounty girl took first 
prize at the State Fair on canned 
tomatoes. 
In all, the girls took 
five prizes, and the corn club 
boys took eight prizes on twelve 
entries.

have a total gain, due to the 
proper methods of preparation 
and cultivation of these three 
crops alone, of $2973,50. 
You will notice that no a t­ 
tempt has been made tq place a 
money value on the work of the 
Girls Tomato Clubs. 
This would 
be next to Impassible, but I have 
had at least 69 m n tell me that 
they bad mere tanned fruits aud 
vegetables to their cellars . than 
they had ever had before, and 
they all attribute 
this to the 
work of the girls In the family 
who belonged to these clubs, 
Another item that oan not be 
figured out in terms of dollars 
aud cento Is the (nflaense of the 


work of these demonstrators up* 
on their neighbors. 
Wherever 
we have a demonstrator we find 
that one or two of his neighbor* 
start in to ‘'beat” him on yields* 
and the result is that these said 
neighbor* nearly always work 
their crops 
better than they 
were ever known to before. 
I find people all over the ooun­ 
ty taking more interest in good 
seed, better live stock, and in all 
around better farming. 
I am also glad to notice that 
the sentiment amang the farm­ 
ers toward the Cof Chaa under­ 
gone a great change during the 
past year. 
Your work is begin* 
ning to be understood and ap* 
predated better among all class­ 
es of people in this county, and 
the result is that there is a more 
friendly feeling, not only for the 
C of C, but for the town as well. 
This is as it should be, for I am 
sure that you will agree with 
me that we can not hope to make 
any lasting progress as long as 
there is a feeling of distrust or 
suspicion in the minds of the 
country people toward the busi­ 
ness interest of our town. This 
demonstiation work is, as its 
name implies, a work of co-oper­ 
ation, 
When all of the different 
interests in a county get behind 
this work the only thing that 
can result is better crops, more 
home supplies, 
and a * better 
class of citizenship. 
I want each member of this 
organization to know that the 
officers of demonstration work 
appreciate what you are doing to 
further this work in Comanche 
county. 
I also want you to 
know that I appreciate 
your 
help. 
I will 
frankly confess 
that without your help I would 
be up 
against 
a 
proposition 
that would stagger almost any 
one- I am glad that I am to be 
permitted to be with you again 
another year, and as we are all 
better acquainted with the prob* 
lems to be worked out, I am 
sure that we can show results 
another year that will eclipse 
anything we have done this year. 
In hopiag for a continuation 
of your support, I do not want 
any one to think that I desire or 
expect that your work along this 
line will interfere or detract 
from the effectiveness of your 
civic work. 
I take it that C of 
C and the men who compose it 
ore too big and to broad to be 
unable to successfully 
carry 
more than one issue at a time.
